Take your memory back to last 
season and consider the operational 
features of your station which need 
improvements to increase operating 
efficiency and reduce operator fati- 
gue. Make a list of needed changes and 
get started on them.

ANOTHER NA SPRINT 


Yes, folks, it is indeed time for 
another North American Sprint contest, 
the contest sponsered by the National 
Contest Journal. The contest, to be 
held the evening of Saturday,Sept.8, 
will hopefully be the best yet. 

The rules for this contest are the 
same as for all previous ones, but, in 
case you just tuned in, I will recap 
them for you. First of all, it is CW only 
I know that just eliminated 50% of the 
club, especially those that attend San 
Jose State, but, for the rest of you, 
here we go. Contest activity will be 
on 20,40, and 80 meters, with sugge- 
ested frequencies about30 to 50 kHz. 
up from each band edge. 

The exchange for the contest is 
as follows. To be a valid contact, each 
QSO must contain this informationshis 
call, your call, a serial number(beginn- 
ing with 001), your name and state,

The info need not be in that order, but 
must be contained nonetheless. j 
One interesting facet of the ‘tes. 
is the "QSY" rule, It states that once 
you call CQ, QRZ?, QRZ, Z, etc., and 
someone calls you and you proceed to QSO 
him or her, you must QSY at least 5 kHz 
before calling another CQ, or at least 
1 kHz, before working another station, 
Perhaps the best part of the contes? 
is the team competition. A team conststs 
of 10 amateurs, That is the only requir- 
ement,no meetings, no minimum distance, 
ete. Oh, yes, the team list must be in 
the hands of N6SF at least 24 hours bef- 
ore the start of the contest to be elig- 
ible for awards. This must be done by 
either first class mail(better mail earl: 
or by a Western Union mailgram(No sing- 
ing ones,tho), dated at least 24 hours 
before the start, Teams compete, with 
the winning team getting awards for 
all of its members, and all teams’ 
highest scoring operator gets a certifi- 
cate.
